Holiday fun turned tragic 
late Saturday moming when a 
five-year-old Redford Town- 
ship boy died while swimming 
in Lake Charlevoix. 

According to the 
Charlevoix County Sheriff's 
Department, Jacob A. 
Mcintyre was swimming in 
shallow water at the beach in 
front of his family’s cottage in 
South Arm Township near 
Lalonde Road when he 
touched a boat hoist that was 
partially in the water and was 
electrocuted. 

Family members immedi- 
ately pulled Jacob from the 
water and began CPR. He was 
transported to Charlevoix Area 
Hospital by the East Jordan 
Ambulance where efforts to 
revive him were unsuccessful. 

A sheriff’s office investi- 
gation revealed that faulty 
wiring to the boat hoist and 
attached light was the cause of 
the accident.

Nuiph has been a math and science tutor at 
the Lafayette Adult Reading Academy for 10 
years. 

“I enjoy it thoroughly,” he said. “Most of the 
students are trying to get their GED because they 
dropped out of high school when they were 
younger, 

“One day, it might be somebody doing 
percentages or fractions, and the next, it’s begin- 
ning algebra. These are people who realized they 
missed the boat, and they want a second chance.” 

Nulph also is active with the Food Finders 
Food Bank, the Boy Scouts and the Men’s Club at 
Congress Street United Methodist Church. 

Each year, Nulph and other members of the 


church travel to a mission in Bell County, Ky., 
which is called the poorest in the state. 

“It's a depleted coal mining area with high 
unemployment,” he said. “We send a crew there 
to the Henderson Settlement to do carpentry 
projects. We try to help people with repairs to 
their homes. 

“The people are very friendly and proud, but 
there isn’t much for them to make a living with. 
They scratch out a garden or work in a few cottage 
industries, but it’s way back in the hills.” 

Esther Chosnek, executive director of the 
Volunteer Bureau, said Nulph deserves the honor. 
“This community wouldn’t be the same 
without the many volunteers who help,” she said. 
“Robert's professional attitude and gentle person- 

ality enable him to relate well to those in need.”

May I speak with...” When he or she horribly 
butchers your name, it's a pretty good bet that you 
are receiving a sales call. 

In recent years, the phone solicitor has earned 
a reputation once reserved for lawyers, politicians 
and the IRS, with good reason. 

Apparently, some marketing executives have 
decided that I don’t know that [ need his product 
or service, so they better call me and tell me that I 
need it. And I need it right away, so they'd better 
“encourage” me into buying it right now. What a 
relief it is to know that there are concerned people 
out there looking out for my well being. 

Everyone understands that advertising is a 
key function of marketing. It is something that 
powers most all media including this paper. Most 
advertising is fairly passive. Mostly we simply are 
exposed to a message, whether it is a billboard, a 
TV or radio announcement, print ad or even direct 
mail. Even though many of these ads do try to 
create a perceived need, they are not directly 
pressuring you to action. Most of them are saying

New program 
may help curb 
traffic problems 


Are you tired of people using 
your road for a drag strip? If so, the 
Charlevoix County Sheriff's office is 
offering a traffic safety program that 
may help solve your problem. 

The concept, according to Sher- 
iff George Lasater, is a concentrated 
patrol program aimed at reducing ac- 
cidents in Charlevoix County. 

Under the program, any citizen 
of Charlevoix County who has a traf- 

_ fic safety concern for a specific road 
can contact the sheriff’s office and 
request a concentrated patrol. The 
patrols will target problems such as 
speeders, careless or reckless drivers, 
and drunk drivers. 

Once a concentrated patrol area 
has been designated, Lasater said, 
one or more deputies in unmarked 
and marked vehicles will be assigned 
to the patrol area for a designated pe- 
riod of time. The citizen requesting 
the concentrated patrol will be sup- 
plied with a written report at the con- 
clusion of the special patro) efforts 
which will list the number of citations 
issued, traffic stops and arrests made 
and number of patrol hours spent on 
the problem area. 


When requesting a concentrated 
patrol, citizens should include the 
following information: specific road- 
way and nearest cross road; types of 
violations occurring in that area, sus- 
pects (if any), and time of day that 
the violations tend to occur. 


The concentrated patrols will be 
made in addition to normal patrols.

The historic place to visit for the 
May 19 agenda was Horton Bay, and 
15 members and guest speaker Betty 
Fox Kelts rode the trolley to a very 
interesting program at the Horton 
Bay General Store. 

Due to the weather, the sched- 
uled walking tour was canceled and 
instead, the proprietor of the store, 
Gloria Wyn, served as the narrator, 
describing what Horton Bay and the 
general store were like many years 
ago. 

The store was the heart of this 
tiny community and the many activi- 
ties which daily took place. It served 
as the location for the area farmers 
to meet and to bring their cream to 
be tested, it is told that it was an ex- 
tremely friendly place. 

Gloria related about Ernest 
Hemingway being married in 1921 
at the Methodist church which was 
located next door to the store, and of 
the reception which included the en- 
tire community. Presently a photo of 
Ernest as a young boy fishing in the 
Horton creek hangs on a wall of the 
store, as well as a multitude of other 
memorabilia. 

The store was built in 1876 by 
the grandfather of the recently de- 
ceased Horton Bay resident, William 
Ohle. Over the years there have been 
27 owners. 

There are numerous books avail- 
able on Horton Bay and many are on 
display at the store. One of the most 
recently written was by William Ohle 
entitled, How It Was In Horton Bay, 
Charlevoix County, Michigan. 


Betty Kelts reminisced of how 
she grew up in Horton Bay and at the 
Red Fox Inn. Betty's aunt and uncle, 
Ben and Maggie Belknap, owned and 
ran the Horton Bay general store for 
16 years. 

The Red Fox Inn began serving 
dinners in the summer of 1921 and 
the price for a complete dinner of ei- 
ther chicken, fish or steak was $2.50. 
The Inn was a very popular place 
with the summer residents and visit- 
ing celebrities. Betty recalls bow she 
began to help out when she was only 
eight years old. They generally 
served 100 dinners every night. 
When the Inn finally closed its doors 
in 1975 after 54 years, the price fora 
dinner had only risen to $8.50. 

All the members caught the trol- 
ley back to the home of President 
Leslie Boe, where a brief business 
meeting was held. Delicious refresh- 
ments were provided by Thorne 
Rowe, Skip Cromp and Leslie,

DNR DONATES TRAPS TO LOCAL POLICE DEPARTMENTS 


Help for those pesky critters 


It’s late at night, you’re asleep, 
when suddenly a loud noise outside 
wakes you up. You get up, look out 
the window and see a raccoon run- 
ning away. 

After the same thing happens the 
next night and the night after that, you 
realize you have a problem on your 
hands. What are you going to do? 

The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources has offered one 
solution. It has purchased live ani- 
mal traps and given them to the 
Boyne City and East Jordan police 
departments and they have agreed to 
loan out the traps to residents who 
are having a problem with a nuisance 
animal. 

City police and DNR officers 
will not be responsible for tending the 
live traps or removing animals once 
they are caught. 

“These traps are provided for 
residents to take care of a problem 
on their own,” said DNR conserva- 
tion agent Sgt. Jeff Gaither. 

“Conservation officers have tra- 
ditionally been called on to trap or 
assist in moving unwanted or nui- 
sance animals, but their duties have 
increased without raising the number 
of officers. This leaves little or no 


time to respond to nuisance animal 
complaints.” 

Even though they are providing 
the traps, Gaither said, the DNR en- 
courages people to call a professional 
nuisance control company to handle 
wild animals. For a list of area com- 
panies, cal] the DNR Gaylord’s of- 


fice at (517) 732-3541. 

Gaither said spring is the time 
of the year when there is the greatest 
number of problems. “Animals are 
out foraging for food and looking for 
nesting places,” he said. ‘This fre- 
quently causes a conflict with 
people.”

Section 1.40 DEFINITIONS 

9. Building Helght: The vertical height measured from the estab- 
lished grade prior to any excavation or construction, to the highest 
point of the roof surface for flat roofs; to the deck line of mansard roofs 
and to the mean height between eaves and ridge for gable, hip and 
gambrel roofs. Where a building is located on sloping terrain, the height 
shall be measured from the lowest exposed point of a building to the 
highest point of the roof surface for flat roofs; to the deck line of man- 
sard roofs and to the mean height between eaves and ridge for gable, 
hip and gambrel roofs. For roofs which are not symmetrical the mean 
height between the eaves and ridge will apply to the highest midpoint 
of all roof surfaces. When more than one type of roof is present in a 
building design, each type shall be considered separately, and no roof 
element shall exceed the height allowed for that particular roof type. 
With regard to Section 5.10, Schedule of Regulations, maximum height 
will be determined by 2.5 stories and 30' in R-1 and R-2 districts and
